It 
seems, therefore, fairer to say 
that Grange is the greatest back- 
field man of his day. 

There will be many to dispute 
even that—a young man named 
Eddie Tryon of Colgate would

Reform a Fact. 


ORKING suddenly, the re- 

form wave ruftes introduced 
in 1906 failed to effect their pur- 
pose—-the elimination of injury 
and fatalities. The wiping out of 
the mass play cut down the num- 
ber of deaths, it is true; injuries 
rolled into the hundreds and the 
deaths were numbered for that 
year in two figures. 

Working slowly, the Football 
Rules Committee, by introducing 
gradual changes since 1906, has 
wrought much more successfully. 
Today, with the season more than 
half gone, the remarkable record 
of only one fatality iS noted for 
this season. 

The reform wave, by introduc- 
ing the forward pass and abol- 
ishing the mags play, has done 
something very beneficial, how- 
ever. It has opened up the game 
and introduced into it spectacular 
and interesting features that 
were absolutely lacking, under 
the old five yards to gain plan.
